VvTlEREAS,  in  connection  v.-ith  an  £ippIication  of  the 
Boston  Rcdcvelopr.vont  Autliority  (liercinaf ter  called  the 
"Anthority " )  to  tho  D;-iJartr,ient  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Develop  :x:i-)t  (licroi-.^u  f ter  railed  "HUD"  )  ,  for  financial 
assistance  ur.ccr  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as 
ar.io'jded,  the  approval  by  the  ^Authority  of  an  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  for  the  project  area  involved  in  such  application

the  aniounts  of  relocation  adjustment  payments  to  be  made 
in  connection  with  such  Project; 

V7>IEREAS,  there  v/as  presented  to  this  meeting  of  the 
Authority,  for  its  consideration  and  approval,  a  copy  of 
an  Urban  Renev.'a  1  Plan  for  the  Project  Area,  dated  January, 
1973,  which  plan  is  entitled  "Central  Business  District/ 
Bedford-v:cst  Urban  Renewal  Plan"  and  consists  of  a  title 
page,  a  table  of  contents  of  two  pages,  18  pages  of  text, 
and  four  rr.aps  v.'hich  are  attached  thereto  and  certified  by 
the  Secretary  of  tlio  Authority  to  be  part  of  sucli  Plan;

Wt;-ihi.r:A.:,  t}ic  .\uthority.,  pursuant  to  Cliapter  652  of 
the  Acts  of  19G0,  has  been  granted  tha  pov.'crs  and  shall 
perform  the  duties  conferred  on  planning  lx)ards  of  cities 
in  Massachusetts  by  generril  lav;s  applicable  to  Boston, 
including  Section  70  of  Chapter  41  of  the  Massachusetts 
Gene^ral  Lav.'s,  and  has  also  been  granted  the  powers  and 
shall  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  statute 
or  ordinance  on  the  former  City  of  Boston  Planning  Board;

thi-oucjli  more  cxconnive  rehabilitation  of  the  Project  Area; 

(5)  Tliat  the  Secretary  of  the  Authority  is  hereby 
autliorizod  to  reproduce  the  A   mapc  which  are  a  part  of  said 
Plan,  and  upon  appropriate  certification  thereof  by  the 
Secretary,  to  file  the  Ur})an  Rencv.'al  Plan,  consisting  of 
the  aforesaid  title  page,  table  of  contents,  18  pages 

of  text  and  the  4  maps  which  are  reproduced  as  aforesaid, 
with  the  minutes  of  thi'i  meeting  and  in  appropriate 
recording  offices,  and  such  Urban  Renev;al  Plan,  with  the 
certification  of  the  Secretary  inscribed  tliereon,  shall  be 
conclusively  doorr.ed  to  be  the  official  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
of  the  Authority  for  the  Central  Business  District/Bedford- 
West  Urban  Renewal  Project;  and 

(6)  That  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  Secretary
